Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the 
year  ending  December,  1937. 

The  area  under  the  administration  of  the  Council  com- 
prises 5951  acres. 

The  population  at  the  1931  census  was  19,457. 

The  mid-year  estimated  population  in  1937  was  19,150. 

The  modified  estimated  population  on  which  statistics 
are  based  is  19,037. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  is  6,641, 

The  rateable  value  is  estimated  at  £93,300. 

The  sum  represented  by  a penny  rate  is  £364  12s.  od. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

The  total  live  births  registered  in  the  district  during  1937 
was  225.

(b)  A patient  seriously  or  dangerously  ill  and  consequent!}/ 
needing  hospital  treatment. 

(c)  One  which  cannot  be  effectively  isolated  at  home. 


The  following  facilities  for  immunisation  against  Diph- 
theria are  available  and  are  freely  used  : — 

1.  The  child  may  be  treated  by  the  family  doctor. 

2.  It  may  be  treated  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres. 

3.  Periodic  Sessions  (say  every  second  year)  are  held  at 
the  schools. 


These  services  are  all  without  charge. 


Prevalence  and  control  of 
Tuberculosis. 

5 new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  9 new  cases 
of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  1937, 
and  there  were  6 deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  3 
deaths  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.

Most  of  the  cases  of  tuberculosis  keep  in  touch  with  the 
Dispensary  at  Sowerby  Bridge  and  are  visited  regularly  by  a 
nurse  from  the  West  Riding  Public  Health  Department  if 
necessary. 
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Small  Pox. 

No  cases  of  Small  Pox  were  notified  during  the  year. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  is  obtained  from  Halifax  and  Huddersfield 
P)Oroughs  and  from  the  U.D.  Councihs  reservoirs  at  Stain- 
land  and  Upper  Greetland,  and  is  of  good  quality.  The 
suppty  has  not  been  restricted  during  the  year. 

HOUSING. 

71  new  houses  erected  by  private  enterprise  have  be- 
come occupied  during  the  year. 

6 houses  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

FOOD. 

All  shops  and  places  where  food  is  exposed  for  sale 
appear  to  be  clean  and  tidy.  There  is  no  wholesale  distri- 
bution of  food  from  Elland. 

There  are  31  bakehouses  in  the  district,  all  of  which 
are  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

MEAT. 

There  are  8 registered  slaughterhouses  and  6 licensed 
slaughterhouses  in  the  area. 

Every  carcase  is  examined  by  the  Inspectors  and  the 
slaughterhouses  are  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

MILK. 

There  are  no  cowsheds  in  the  area,  which  house  about 
968  milk  cows. 

They  have  received  satisfactory  reports  from  the  West 
Riding  Veterinary/  Inspector. 

Nearly  all  the  milk  is  consumed  locally. 

There  are  loi  registered  retail  milk  sellers,  and  10  whole- 
sale traders.  There  are  6 producers  of  "Accredited’’  milk 
and  I producer  of  "Tuberculin  Tested’’  milk  in  the  area. 
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OTHER  FOODS. 

No  illness  of  a serious  nature  from  food  has  been  re- 
j^orted 


SMOKE  NUISANCE. 

Regular  observations  are  made  by  the  Inspectors  and 
warnings  given  where  necessary. 

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  sanitary  work  in  the  district  is  carried  on  in  a satis- 
factory manner. 

The  number  of  houses  not  connected  to  sewers  is  esti- 
mated at  525  or  8%  of  the  houses  in  the  district.  Many 
isolated  scattered  properties  are  very  difficult  to  sewer  at  a 
reasonable  cost,  and  there  are  a number  of  walled  sewers 
yet  to  replace  by  piped  sewers. 

The  number  of  tub  closets  is  490,  as  compared  with 
4^385  water  closets.  We  have  389  waste  water  closets  and 
126  privy  middens. 


SCHOOLS. 

There  are  10  schools  in  the  district.  None  of  the  schools 
have  been  closed  for  infectious  diseases. 

DISTRICT  NURSING  ASSOCIATIONS. 

Three  District  Nursing  Associations  serve  the  area. 

The  Elland  Nurse  paid  4,691  visits  to  235  cases,  the 
Greetland  Nurse  paid  4,620  visits  to  143  patients,  of  whom 
27  were  maternity,  and  the  Stainland  Nurse  paid  2,659  visits, 
but  the  annual  report  does  not  state  the  number  of  cases. 

The  Elland  and  Greetland  Nurses  receive  an  allowance 
for  the  use  of  cars. 

In  Elland  midwifery  cases  are  attended  by  two  County 
Mid  wives,  the  District  Nurse  devoting  her  time  to  general 
work. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES. 


There  are  two  of  these  centres  at  which  weekly  sessions 
are  held. 

The  Elland  clinic  is  held  at  the  Drill  Hall  on  Wednes- 
days at  2 p.m.,  the  Greetland  clinic  meets  at  Claye  House 
on  Tuesdays  at  the  same  time. 

Ante-natal  supervision  is  done  at  the  Elland  clinic  as 
above  and  at  Claye  House  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  each 
month.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

Sanitary  Inspector. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  First  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1937- 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  many  changes  in  the 
district.  The  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire  Review  Order  of  the 
22nd  February,  1937,  brought  about  the  Amalgamation  of 
the  following  districts  as  and  from  the  ist  April,  1937  • — 

Elland  Urban  District,  Greetland  Urban  District,  Stainland 
Urban  District  (except  for  a small  part  transferred  to  the 
Huddersfield  County  Borough),  Southowram  Urban  District 
(part  only) , Parish  of  Upper  Greetland  and  part  of  the  Parish 
of  Fixby  (Halifax  Rural  District).  The  whole  of  them  now 
comprising  the  Elland  Urban  District. 

The  changes  in  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  Department  re- 
sulted in  Mr.  H.  Lee  Jones  (late  Elland  U.D.C.)  being 
appointed  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  Mr.  F.  Costello  (late 
Greetland  U.D.C.)  being  appointed  Assistant  Sanitary  In- 
spector as  and  from  the  ist  April,  1937. 

Mr.  H.  Lee  Jones  after  several  months  of  illness  retired 
on  Superannuation  on  the  30th  October,  1937,  and  Mr.  H. 
E.  Moses  (late  Stainland  U.D.C.)  was  appointed  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  Waterworks  Engineer,  Mr.  F.  Cos- 
tello was  appointed  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Assistant  Water- 
works Engineer  as  and  from  the  ist  November,  1937. 

Owing  to  the  illness  of  Mr.  H.  Lee  Jones  and  the  retire- 
ment of  other  olficials  in  the  added  areas,  the  preparation  of 
the  Annual  Statistics  of  the  Health  Department  has  been  very 
difficult  for  the  year  1937. 


Tables  C.  and  D.  prepared  by  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  to  meet  the  Ministiy  of  Healths  requirements  and 
Home  Office  Form  572  (Factories  and  Workshops)  have  been 
completed  from  all  the  records  and  evidence  it  has  been  pos- 
sible to  ascertain  and  these  forms  are  submitted  with  this 
report,  but  as  it  is  proposed  to  print  and  publish  in  detail 
these  reports  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  in  due  course  they  are  not  included  herein. 

1 beg  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  given  me  by  Mr. 
F.  Costello  (Sanitary  Inspector)  in  the  compilation  of  the 
statistics  for  the  past  year.
